Unfortunately, Hartwick 
became ill with meningitis 
and died near Bordeaux,

Hartwick, purchased more 
than 8,000 acres of fand, 
including the last 85 acres 
of virgin white pine in 
Michigan’s Lower 
Peninsula. Shortly after- 
wards, Karen donated the 
parcel to the State of 
Michigan in her husband’s 
name and the Hartwick 
Pines State Park, the largest 
state park in Lower 
Michigan, came to be.

Millage for Crawford County 
Transportation Authority to 
be on Aug. 2 primary ballot

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners gave the green light last 
weck to start the process for a millage issue 
that would !et Dial-A-Ride busses continue 
to roll. 

The Crawford County Transportation 
Authority Board requested that a special 
election be held on the Aug. 2 primary elec- 
lion ballot that would ask voters if a millage 
to fund the Dial-A-Ride system can still be 
levied. 

The last time voters were asked to renew 
the millage to fund Dial-A-Ride services 
was in 1988. At issue is if the tax levy could 
be collected indefinitely or for 20 years. 

Crawford County builder and property 
owner Jay Stephan has mounted a one-man 
battle against county officials on tax levies. 
with no expiration date since he has land 
involved in foreclosure proceedings dnd 
challenges the legality of paying the taxes. 

“The 20 years is a Constitutional issue,” 
said Crawford County Administrator Paul 
Compo. 

The Crawford County Transportation 
Authority Board is just asking voters for 
permission to maintain a .7027 of a mill 
rather than asking voters to restore (he mill- 
age to the original amount collected. 

For a homeowner with a home valued at 
$50,000, which is assessed at a $25,000 
taxable rate, the millage means they will 
continue to pay $17.56 per year, said 
Crawford County Treasurer Joe Wakeley. 

Julee Dean said that Michigan Public Act 

196, the state law which transportation 


authorities use to collect their funding, rec- 


ommends that a millage be sought for no 
more than five years. 

It will cost the Crawford County 
Transportation Authority $12,000 to fund 
the cost of the election, said Crawford 
County Clerk/Register of Deeds Sandra 
Moore, Unfortunately, county officials had

Tf both pack- 
ages were — purchased 
together, it resulted in a sav- 
ings of $2,500. 

Larry Akers, mayor pro- 
tem for the Grayling City 
Council, made the recom- 
mendation to purchase both 
kits. 

One payment will come 
out of the city’s current fis- 


cal budget and the company 
will take the other payment 
after the city’s next fiscal 
year begins on July 1. 

Funds to purchase the 
equipment will come from 
the city’s income tax. The 
funds are earmarked to pay 
for capital improvement 
projects or capital equip- 
ment purchases such as 
vehicles for the potice 
department, department of 
public works and park 
equipment, Grayling City 
Manager Doug Baum said. 
Baum said Grayling is the 
only city in the state that 
has its income tax ear- 
marked for capital projects 
and equipment. The funds 
cannot go into the general 
fund for wages or day-to- 
day operations. 

The city council received 
two rounds of applause 
after it agreed to purchase 
the equipment for the skate 
park, Last year, about 
$9,000 worth of equipment 
was installed when the park 
was established. 

“) think this shows the 
dedication on the council’s 
behalf to provide activities 
for the youth in the com- 
munity and alternative 
things for them to do,” 
Baum said. 

Parents who attended the 
mecting last week said they 


were proud of the youth for 
working with city leaders 
with planning, raising funds 
and helping maintain the 
skate park. 

“It’s a sport and the kids 
love it,” said Bonnie Jones. 

Mike Shearer, a volunteer 
spearheading the develop- 
ment of the Grayling Skate 
Park, said skaters and BMX 
cyclists were thrilled when 
the drawings of the skate 
park kits were unveiled at 
city hall. 

“The kids that saw this 
Monday - they drooled,” he 
said. “They just thought it 
was the cat’s meow.” 

A second phase for skate 
park development includes 
construction of permanent 
and moveable concrete 
obstacles.

over the park. The fourth 
and final phase includes 
constructing a building 
around the = park with 
bleachers, rest rooms and 
concessions for year round 
use. 

Shearer said that the 
skate park has the potential 
10 bring visitors to Grayling 
for tournaments that will 
draw business into motels 
and hotels, gas stations and 
restaurants. There is also 
the potential of filling an 
emply building with a shop 


that sells skate boards, 
BMX. bikes, accessories 
and equipment, 

A meeting will be held at 
4 p.m. on Thursday, March 
17, to gather input on the 
layout of the skate park as 
well as to discuss fund rais- 
ers. 

“The more we show the 
kids are using it, we can get 
more community groups 
and businesses behind the 
skate park,” Shearer said. 

The new. skate park, 
equipment will be installed 
this spring. At the same 
time, a launch wrap and a 
heavy-duty skate park pic- 
nic table, which skaters and 
cyclists can grind and do 
tricks on, will be added to 
the park. The Kiwanis Club 
of Grayling donated $3,000 
foward the park last fall to 
purchase those obstacles. 

“That picnic table is 
nothing you’re going to 
pick up and move around,” 
Shearer said. “That’s there 
to stay.” . 

The Grayling 
Promotional Association 
has also made a $1,000 
donation toward the skate 
park, Shearer said.

Steve Eisele, a forest tech- 
nician based out of the 
Manton Field Office who 
served as a public informa- 
tion officer last week. 
Short teams go on stand 
by in high fire danger areas 
such as Grayling 9 or 
Marquette during very high 
to extreme fire weather 
conditions. Staging at an 
office near where fires will 
likely occur allows the 
team members to continue 
geUing their normal duties 
done while waiting to be 
called to work on a fire. 
When a wildfire breaks 
out the goal of an initial 
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Value 
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attack by local DNR fire 
officers and volunteer fire 
departments is to stop tt as 
soon as possible. If the 
fire appears to be growing 
too rapidly for an initial 
atlack, the short teams are 
called in and additional 
resources begin to roll. 

Simulation is a practical 
way for personnel to gain a 
varicty of fire experiences 
so they are better prepared 
if they are sent to another 
area where resources and 
fire operations may be dif- 
ferent, 

Recent fires in Michigan 
history that used short 
teams include the Meridian 
Boundary Fire, Four Mile 
Road Fire and the Sleeper 
Lake Fire. 

The Four Mile Road fire, 
which was started by 
sparks from a Lake State 
Railway, Inc. (rain engine, 
burned down 1,300 acres of 
forest, three homes and 
other buildings, located on 
Grayling Game Club prop- 
erly south of Grayling by 
Simpson Lake. 

The Sleeper Lake Fire is 
a wildfire that occurred 
north of the Village of 
Newberry in Luce County. 


The fire most likely started 


with a lightning strike on 
Aug. 2, 2007 near Sleeper 
Lake. It is the third largest 
fire recorded in Michigan’s 
history. The fire initially 
began in the vicinity of 
Sleeper Lake and burned 
towards the southeast over 
largely uninhabited marsh 
and bogs. By Aug. 5, 2007, 


southeasterly winds began ° 


to push the fire towards the 
north, threatening struc- 


tures and forcing nearby 
residents to evacuate.. By 
that point, the fire had 
burned an estimated 12,000 
acres. By Aug. 13, the 
burned area had increased 
to 18,500 acres. U.S. and 
Canadian forest — and 
wildlife firefighters, the 
Michigan National Guard; 
Michigan, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin DNR _ firefight- 
ers and volunteer firefight- 
ers battled the blaze. 

Most recently, — the 
Meridian Road Boundary 
Fire, which started May 
18, 2010, destroyed 8,586 
acres of land in Crawford 
County. Most of the proper- 
ty was owned by the US. 
Forest’ Service, but 14 
homes on private land were 
destroyed, two homes were 
damaged and 48 outbuild- 
ings were destroyed. 

On the same day the 
Meridian Road Boundary 
Fire started another fire, 
called the Range Nine Fire, 
started and quickly spread 
on Camp Grayling property 
in Kalkaska  County’s 
Garfield Township near the 
Crawford County border. 
The fire, which was started 
by the military as a con- 
trolled burn, swept across 
1,000 acres and destroyed 
seasonal homes located 
adjacent to Camp Grayling. 

“Last year, we had two 
big fires at the same time so 
it stretched resources pretty 
thin,” Eisele said. 

Lt. Col. Jim Gardiner, the 
depuly post commander for 
Camp Grayling, said those 
who sustained personal 
property damage were 
encouraged to file claims 


with the Department of 
Army.at Fort Knox, KY. He 
added that Camp Grayling 
officials do not know the 
status of any compensation 
resolutions. 

“As always, when you’re 
dealing with the govern- 
ment, it’s never fast,” 
Gardiner said. 

The seenario last week 
started as a SO-acre fire 
near Seney in the Upper 
Peninsula. The fire quickly 
accelerated to damage 150 
acres as fire crews were on 
their way to the scene. 

“That's what happens in 
the real world,” Eisele said. 
“You're in route and by the 
lime you get there it’s five 
times as big.” 

The simulated fire threat- 
ened the whole town of 
Seney and several evacua- 
tions had to be made. 

Jim Fisher, fire duty offi- 
cer based out of the DNR’s 
Roscommon Ficld Office, 
said staff was meeting with 
National Weather Service 
meteorologists this weck to 
determine the severity of 
the upcoming wildfire sea- 
son. He said he is worried 
about open areas where 
snow is melting away in the 
Tip of the Mitt. Fisher said 
he is less concerned about 
other areas where just 
pockets of land are being 
exposed, especially if nor- 
mal rainfall occurs during 
the spring and summer. 

Fisher said the two-day 
simulation was useful. 

“They're all practicing 
their roles so they’ll be 
ready for the big fire this 
spring,” Fisher said.

City planning hearing 
slated for young a 


ult 


foster care home proposal

A hearing to determine if 
a conditional land use permit 
will be granted by Grayling 
planners to transform a land- 
mark home into a young 
adult foster care home will 
be held next week. 

The = Grayling — City 
Planning Commission will 
hold a public hearing at 6 
p-m. on Tuesday, March 15 
at the Grayling City Hall. 
The purpose of the hearing 
is to gather input on a 
request for a conditional 
land use permit that would 
allow a young adult foster 
care/ small group home to be 
located in the Hanson 
House, located at 604 
Peninsular Ave. 

The Hanson House was 
built by Grayling lumber 
baron Rasmus Hanson and 
has been part of the commu- 
nity for about 120 years. 

The mansion, currently 
owned by Dave Wyman, has 
operated as the Hanson 
House Bed and Breakfast for 
years. 

Frederic residents Cindy 
and Paul Barnes have pro- 
posed to establish the 
Hanson House Helping 
Home at the location, The 
couple have an option to buy 
the property. 

The Hanson House 
Helping Home would be a 
non-profit, non-denomina- 
tional and owner-occupied 
Christian-based — organiza- 


tion, 

The mission of the 
Hanson House Helping 
Home would be to provide 
decent, affordable, safe 
housing, one-on-one sup- 


port, life skills, teaching, 
(raining and mentoring 


along with spiritual guid- 
ance to young adults or 
assistance to others who 
might get lost in the system. 

“Our goal is to incorpo- 
rate into their lives a healthy 
sense of integrity, respect 
and responsibility for them- 
selves, their family, commu- 
nity, government and God,” 
Cindy and Paul Barnes said 
in an information sheet pro- 
vided to the city planning 
office and homeowners sur- 
rounding the Hanson House. 
“Our hope is to guide each 
young adult to the point of 
being able to join the work- 
force or start their own busi- 
ness so they no longer have 
to depend on government 
assistance but can support 
themselves.” 

The home would be occu- 
pied by young adults with 
mild mental disabilities such 
as ADHD, Bipolar disorder, 
mild retardation, learning 
disabilities, depression as 
well as recovering addicts 
that have no other support 
system. Young adults ages 
18-30 who are supported by 
the government and might 
be able to make it on their 
own if given the right sup- 
port system could live in the 


home. 

Prospective partners for 
the Hanson House Helping 
Home include local busi- 
nesses, churches, non-profit 
agencies, the Department of 
Human Services, 
Community Mental Health 
and the Grayling communi- 
ty. 

The community action 
plan for the clients includes 
volunteering, working and 
supporting their family, 
friends, neighbors, churches, 
community, non-profit agen- 
cies and small businesses. 
By volunteering their time 
and talents, the clients 
would learn trades, work 
skills, responsibility respect 
and confidence. 

The Barnes plan to pre- 
serve the historical integrity 
of the Hanson House. 

“We want the house to 
represent true family and 
community as much as its 
occupants,” the information- 
al letter said. “The house 
was built with that purpose 
in mind when Mr. Hanson 
built it and we want it to 
continue representing love, 
family and the community in 
Grayling.” 

Currently, the Hanson 
House has 5,422 square fect, 
seven boarding rooms, one 
guest room and five rest 
rooms that are immediately 
available. The attic and car- 
riage house have the poten- 
tial to provide more space, 

Under city zoning regula- 


tions, officials are required 
to send neighboring property 
owners a notice when a pro- 
posed land use change is 
requested. 

Chris Wenger, whose 
home is located next to the 
Hanson House, said clients 
served at the group home 
raises. some concerns with 
him. 

“| think it’s something 
that raises a bit of safety 


concerns for the neighbor- 
hood and the City of 
Grayling quite frankly,” 


Wenger said. 

Wenger said he is particu- 
larly concerned about the 
home’s location to the 
Grayling Middle School. 

“T think the largest issue is 
given the proximity of the 
Hanson House to the middle 
school,” Wenger said. 

Cindy Barnes said that the 
community should not have 
safely concerns and chents 
who would live in the home 
would be independent or 
mildly dependent. Barnes 
added that there are similar 
facilities already located in 
the city with clients who 
necd more assistance than 
those proposed to be housed 
at the group home. 

“Everybody we have spo- 
ken to so far has been very 
supportive,” she sald, 
“We're looking to get more 
people involved in the com- 
munity and to get the people 
at the home involved in the 
community.”

MICHIGAN’S BUDGET prob- 
lems, and Gov. Rick Snyder’s pro- 
posals to solve them, are much in 
ihe news and on the minds of edi- 
torialists and wrilers of Letters to 
the Editor. 

Here are some of my own 
thoughts, which if followed, might 
be steps to move forward on get- 
ting the budget job done: 

1. BUSINESS TAXES. As a 
candidate and now as governor, 
Mr. Snyder has favored killing the 
present state business tax, includ- 
ing its surcharge, and installing 
instead a 6 percent tax on corpo- 
rate profits. 

Fine, as far as it goes , 
doesn’t go far enough. 

The Snyder switcheroo would 
mean $1.8 billion tess in tax rev- 
enue because the 6 percent profits 
tax would bring in $1.8 billion less 
than the present business tax pack- 
age. 

At the least, the tax exchange 
should be dollar even, and the cor- 
porate profits tax rate should be set 
at 7 percent or whatever rate it 
takes to match the fost $1.8 billion,

and avoid getting caught in any 
trap of built-in exemptions and 
credits. 

If a corporation makes money, it 
pays taxes. Hit doesn’t make a 
profit, it doesn’t pay taxes. What 
could be fairer? 

Besides, it's the right thing to 
do, 

Incidentally, Pve never been 
convinced that state tax costs are 
the final determinant of where a 
business locates. Far more impor- 
tant are such things as availability 
and skill of labor, the total living 
environment including schools, 
culture and recreation, good roads, 
availability of utifiies and infra- 
structure, and somewhere down 
the line, ail clse being equal, taxes 
may play a role. Quality of life for 
employees and officials is much 
more important. 

Bd % of 
TAX PENSIONS. Much is 
made of Gov. Snyder’s proposal to 
tax public pension income, now 
exempt from state income tax here. 
Michigan is one of onty a handful 
of states which doesn't tax public 


pension income. 

Why not tax pensions? Pensions 
are income, aren't they? Michigan 
already taxes pensions from a pri- 
vate business or corporation, but 
not from a city, the state or other 
public employer. 

Why should public pensions 
escape tax, while other personal 
income -- which ts what a penston 
is — is taxed at the regular state 
rate? 

To protect the retired poor - who 
seem to be the crux of most con- 
cern in the hullabaloo about taxing 
pensions ~- a plan could build in a 
floor before the state tax hits, such 
as the one now in place for private 
pension income. Brackets could be 
instalted to secure more income 
from high pensioners if necessary. 

But income is income. Why 
should the $186,000 or so that for- 
mer Gov. John Engler receives 
each year from his time as a Iegis- 
lator and then governor not be 
taxed, but tre paycheck earned by 
a retired state worker now greeting 
customers or stocking shelves ata 
big box department store to belp 


make ends meet, be subject to reg- 
ular Michigan income tax? It does- 
n’t make sense. It isa’t fair, either. 

Taxing public pensions is the 

right thing to do, 
*K # * 

MIT RATE -— Another thing 
about the state income tax: 

The Snyder plan would drop the 
regular Michigan income tax rate 
from 4.35 percent to 4.25 percent, 
and leave it there rather than pro- 
ceed down to 3.9 percent under a 
plan engineered by former Gov. 
Engler a dozen years or so ago. 

The whole automatic escalator 
idea should be dropped. Setting 
rates that far in advance ts folly, as 
the calamitous plunge = in 
Michigan’s cconomy over that 
time span has proved, 

The MIT rate should stay where 
it is, or even raised a bil, if deci- 
sion makers need a bit more room 
to satisfy the other side of the gov- 
erning equation, which is provid- 
ing services the people need or 
want. 

This is no me to be giving 
away anything from the treasury 


unless there’s a specific and quick 
turnaround that will benefit all cit- 
izens, not just the interest group 
which makes the most noise. 

Besides, it’s the right thing to 
do. 

* % * 

CONCLUSION ~ Well, there. 
Now I’ve unloaded a suggestion or 
two, which certainly do not pro- 
vide the entire answer to all of 
Michigan’s problems, but hopeful- 
ily might provide some food for 


thought. 
Unless the decision makers in 
Lansing make some sort of 


progress before long, | may come 
back with some more thoughts on 
what they should be doing. 

After all, that’s just the right 
thing to do.

The score was tied after 
one quarter, 13-13.

“We made some adjust- 
ments at halftime and again, 
to the team’s credit, they 
came out and executed and 
picked up the defensive 
intensity,” Coach Hofman 
said.

“We made it through the 
gauntlet — four games in 
eight days against some 
tough, physical teams.
